W e decline to plead as defendants 
am ong allies to whom we h av e given 
every ounce of cooperation in blood 
and treasure of which a great nation 
is capable. B ut we shall continue to 
speak for th e Am erican conception 
of justice and fair play.” 
Backs Red Claim 
Foreign M inister E rnest Bevtn of 
G re a t B ritain upheld th e R ussian 
claim to $300,000,000 from F inland. 
Molotov said Vandenberg s address 
“made an 
unfavorable impression 
both as to his consistency and his 
frankness.” He asserted that Russia 
h ad avoided putting “pressure” on 
F inland for 
two 
years 
but 
th a t 
the W estern Allies had not done like­ 
wise. 
• We draw the atten tio n of Finland 
to the difference between a true and 
a schem ing friendship,” he said. 
Molotov spoke violently against 
criticism s of the veto pow er of the 
five leading allied nations in the 
U nited 
N ations 
security 
council, 
sa y in g : 
“Tile rig h t of veto is not involved, 
but a question of w hether they de­ 
sire 
unanim ity 
and 
cooperation 
am ong the great countries.” 
A ustralia. Cuba and th e president 
of th e general assem bly of th e U. N.. 
P aul-H enri Spaak of Beligum , have 
voiced recent criticism of the veto. 
Accuses Spaak 
Molotov implied th a t Spaak was 
under foreign influence. 
His speech contrasted w ith an a d ­ 
dress earlier by Bevin, who said the 
peace conference, given th e job of 
going over the d rafts subm itted by 
th e foreign m inisters’ council, ‘ has 
accom plished this task and accom ­ 
plished it well.” 
“We look forw ard to th e final 
d raftin g of the treaties 
in 
New 
Y ork.’’ he said. 
M olotov, in accusing the U nited 
S tates of "dom inating” a group of 
lesser powers “to achieve its own 
ends,” said: 
“In all votes in th e conference, 
it was enough for th e A m erican 
delegate to vote and an o th er 12 or 
13 votes were assured.” 
Talks of Cooperation 
M olotov referred also to S ta lin ’s 
recen t pronouncem ents saying he 
believed in the possibility of frien d ­ 
ly cooperation 
w ith 
the 
w estern 
powers. Molotov declared: 
“T his is the policy to w hich the 
Soviet Union adheres.” 
He assailed w hat he term ed G reat 
B ritain 's "strange policy" of “play­ 
in g ” w ith Finland. He declared he 
w anted to "w arn the representatives 
of F inland on this score. X X X Tills 
is th e sam e gam e w hich brought 
reactionary circles to*power in F in ­ 
land and led to th e recen t war.

Garden Activities 
For October Listed 


Tulip planting time is at hand. 
If a separate hole is dug for each 
bulb, be sure it is large enough 
so that the bulb will slide firmly 
to Hie bottom and not hung sus­ 
pended with an air pocket under­ 
neath and earth above. 
All .spring flowering bulbs may be 
planted now. 
Lilac bushes will benefit from an 
application of bonemeal or wood 
ashes. Fall also is the best time of 
Hic year lor the planting of lilacs. 
Pot up 
narcissus, hyacinths, t u ­ 
lip s and other bulbs for ftidoor forc­ 
ing. Keep them in a dark place until 
roots form. 
Many different materials can be 
used for winter covering such as j 
hay, straw, cornstalks, peat moss j 
and fallen leaves. The best material 
for garden covering is one that does 
not lose its loose nature and become J 
sodden upon wetting. 
Newly planted 
or 
transplanted 
trees should be wrapped with burlap ! 
to prevent drying out of the bark. 
to prevent sun scald and to protect 
them from borer infection. 
For best results, separately lily- 
of-the-valley clumps every three or 
four years in early autumn. Selectj 
Hie strongest crowns? and plant 
three inches apart, just below the ! 
soil surface. 
Store tubers of 
tropical 
water ( 
lilies in moist sand in covered con­ 
tainers. 
Break up the ground now, if you 
plan to grow vegetables on new I 
soil, lime it and sow to winter rye.1 
As weeds in the lawn have lost 
much of their early summer vitality, 
dig them up at tiffs time, itll the 
holes with a good garden soil and 
sow new seed. 
Make sure that evergreen plants, 
both broadleaved and coniferous, do 
not go into the winter dry. A thor­

sets. Two to three inches for sets 
and at least four inches for m ulti­ 
pliers are safe spacings. 
Soil should be firmed well around 
each bulb, with the top set upright. 
Like most other plants grown from 
bulbs, tubers or corms, onions have 
a definite depth of covering which 
should be observed—barely cover­ 
ing tile tip. 
If the soil does not heave badly 
in winter, no protective mulch is 
necessary. 
However, 
if 
alternate 
freezing and thawing occur, an airy 
mulch should be applied after tile 
ground is frozen solidly. Light straw, 
hav or shredded corn fodder Is suit­ 
able. Of course, the mulch should 
be removed or raked to the middle 
of the rows before it interferes with 
growth in the spring. No mulch 
is needed where heaving is not likely. 
Green onions are the first food Hie 
garden produces in the spring. Like­ 
wise they provide the first revenue 
where marketing is practiced. And 
those wiio have investigated local 
urban markets know tliat, rarely are 
grocery stores able to .supply cus­ 
tomers with high grade green onions 
In the spring. 
Fortunately no severe Insect ene­ 
mies or diseases attack green onions, 
due to earliness of silting growth. In 
the few cases where the onion mag­ 
got proves troublesome, gardeners 
should write the editor for directions 
providing control of tile pest.
